As if the threat of the Triple E vims wasn't

It was, 
of course, all done for the safety of the diehard country- 
fairgoers who would likely have risked it all just to enjoy 
an ice cold one to the sound of live music competing with 
the revving engines of the tractor pulls and the sweet 
scent of diesel smoke on a warm summer night. 

The Wanderer was unable to reach Rochester 
Country Fair organizer Kelly Morgado after the fair by 
press time, but we did catch up to her on Sunday at the 
fair. 

Morgado was posted at the entrance to the 
fairgrounds catching the attention of those arriving and 
hoping many of them will offer a donation of any amount 
in lieu of the free entrance this year.

and free entrance to the fair will affect next year's country 
fair, she said, but given the circumstances, she conceded, 
"It is what it is." 

Tri-Town EEE Threat Raised to Critical

The first human case of Eastern Equine 
Encephalitis in the area has been confirmed, raising the 
Rochester and Marion EEE risk level to "critical". 

State and local health officials announced the 
risk increase on August 10 after a resident identified only 
as someone living in southern Plymouth County had 
contracted the mosquito-born virus. 

Some local media sources had further identified 
the unidentified person via posts to social media, 
including one from a family member; however. The 
Wanderer, out of respect for the patient's privacy, will only 
further specify that the person lived in the Tri-Town.

samples have tested positive for the EEE virus, up from 
186 this time last week. 

In addition to Marion and Rochester, seven 
other cities and towns are now considered at critical risk 
for EEE, with Mattapoisett and neighboring Fairhaven 
remaining within the "high" risk category. 

After initial ground spraying by truck last week, 
the state initiated aerial spraying as the first human EEE 
case was confirmed. Although weather hindered part of 
the aerial spraying operation over the weekend causing 
confusion as residents sought to take precautions such as 
closing windows and turning off air conditioners at night, 
the state did manage to complete the entire scheduled 
area Sunday night. 

The critical risk level has prompted Marion and 
Rochester officials to close all town properties, parks, and 
ball fields at 6:00 pm, which resulted in the cancellation of 
all Thursday and Friday of the Rochester Country Fair this 
past week and limited the Saturday and Sunday events to 
9:00 am - 6:00 pm. 

The Town of Marion has now canceled the annual 
Town Party that was scheduled for the evening of August 
24. 

Tri-Town boards of health and health agents are 
urging residents to remain vigilant in their prevention of 
mosquito bites and to continue to use mosquito repellent 
and wearing long sleeves and long pants when venturing 
outdoors. 

Although EEE is a relatively rare disease, it is a 
serious one and sometimes deadly. About 33 percent of 
EEE infected people die, while some survivors suffer from 
ongoing long-term neurological effects. There are some 
who may contract the virus but remain asymptomatic, 
while those most at risk of the more serious effects of EEE 
are under the age of 15 or over 50.

Symptoms such as chills, malaise, fever, muscle 
pain, and joint pain can start between four and 10 
days after a bite from an infected mosquito and can 
last one to two weeks. The Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention describes the signs and symptoms in 
encephalitic patients as fever, headache, irritability, 
restlessness, drowsiness, anorexia, vomiting, diarrhea, 
cyanosis, convulsions, and coma.

completely dependent on them requires scientists from 
a wide variety of disciplines: computer programmers, 
marine biologists, engineers, mathmagicians, 
oceanographers, the list is nearly endless.

region's news this summer than the mighty great white 
shark. 

On August 8, a leading authority in the creation 
and operation of torpedo-shaped underwater robots 
called remote environmental monitoring units (REMUS), 
Amy Kukulya, spent an hour talking about her work in 
the development and deployment of REMUS robots for 
the study of sharks and other marine animals. 

Kukulya explained the capabilities of the robots, 
which includes not only tracking tagged animals as they 
travel through the ocean, but also collecting temperature 
data and current flows. The robots she said are designed 
to capture 3D imagery from as many as five cameras that 
provides very fine-scale video quality. 

Kukulya has traveled the globe deploying 
REMUS equipment to study the ocean and the animals 
that live therein, and also to collect data on natural 
resources such as oil and gas. 

But it is the sharks that are currently exciting the 
local imagination; and to understand these top predators, 
Kukulya and a team of scientists have been tracking them 
for several years. 

One of the more interesting behavioral traits the 
WHOI team has found is the difference between shark 
species' reaction to REMUS in their environment. 

Kukulya said that great white sharks around 
Cape Cod are swimming in relatively shallow waters. 

The depth of the water has a profound impact on how the 
sharks hunt for prey because shallow waters minimize 
their capacity to sight prey from below. Interestingly, they 
found that local sharks weren't that interested in what 
humans were doing, such as deploying REMUS, due to 
visibility. 

That was not the case, however, when they 
studied sharks on the West Coast of Mexico near 
Guadalupe. In this region, the ocean is very deep, 
Kukulya said, giving the sharks the depth needed to hunt 
in their traditional fashion, sighting prey from below. She 
explained that sharks prefer to roam close to the ocean

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floor looking up for possible prey, "sighting them from 
below." She said, "They hunt on the edge of darkness." 

But nothing speaks louder than visual evidence. 
Kukulya showed a video taken by REMUS in the waters 
near Guadalupe. It only takes a few minutes before the 
sharks notice the robot and take a great interest in its taste. 
Blasting up from the depths, the sharks repeatedly bite 
the equipment with a force that was unexpected. When 
REMUS was removed from the water, the sharks had been 
able to dent the nearly indestructible tube. 

Switching gears, Kukulya wants people to 
understand that plastic bags are killing turtles, as are 
ropes and other gear associated primarily with lobster 
fishing in local waters. A video taken by a REMUS of a 
tagged leatherback turtle demonstrates how they feed on 
jellyfish, their exclusive diet. As the turtle swims along, 
it simply opens its mouth and gobbles up the jellies. 
Unfortunately, a plastic bag floating in the water column 
resembles a jellyfish. 

Around the Cape and Islands, the researches have 
learned from tagged turtles that they are swimming in 
the same crowded waters as the island ferries and fishing 
boats. 

"The ocean has become crowded," said Kukulya. 
"We learn all sorts of things putting a camera on an 
animal. It helps us to develop science applications. ... The

robots let us swim along beside the animals," she said. 

Kukulya has worked with shark advocate and 
expert Greg Skomal, and has had her work included 
in episodes of the Discovery Channel's Shark Week 
programing. She plans to continue working on the 
evolution of remote robotic applications and equipment, 
work that will continue expanding researchers' 
knowledge and aid in their goal of conserving marine life 
and the health of the world's oceans.

This Mattapoisett Life

When my husband retired more than ten years 
ago, I decided he needed a dog to keep him company. 
After some internet research, he selected a Cairns Terrier. 
Enter Max, the dog. For the next four years as I continued 
to work full-time, Paul and Max became pals through and 
through. 

When I retired, I joined the "boys" while looking 
for new ways to engage my brain. I had always enjoyed 
dogs and training them came naturally to me. I seized 
upon the idea of getting another dog, one that I could 
train exclusively for the purpose of bringing joy to those 
trapped by illness or old age, an emotional support dog - 
enter Harry. Max, however, was not amused. 

While not overly aggressive towards Harry, Max 
was not eager to engage in playful pursuits.

I was 
hopeful that over time the two dogs would bond. 

Meanwhile, our routine of sending Max to 
daycare twice a week continued, thus giving me exclusive 
time to train Harry, first in obedience then in other skills 
needed for outbound comfort activities as he matured. 

But life is never a straight line from point A to 
point B and we were about to suffer a heavy blow. 

Max returned home from daycare one day not 
long after Harry's arrival displaying anxious behavior. I 
cannot and will not for my own sake describe what the 
next 36-hours were like. Suffice to say, by the end Max 
became a memory. He's prognosis and rapid decline left 
us devasted in a way we could not have imagined. 

Returning home with one empty crate and the 
other holding a tiny creature somewhat bewildered by the 
sounds emanating from deep within my body, we entered 
the house. We closed the door, pulled the shades, barely 
ate, or spoke, and spent the next week isolated from the 
world as we mourned Max and tried to care for Harry. 

Harry's presence those first few days after losing 
Max felt like a massive intrusion to our grieving. We 
provided food and a safe environment for the months old 
puppy. We gave him exercise and instruction. As for my 
forming an attachment, well, that seemed impossible. We 
just wanted Max back, alive and well and beside me. 

As the days passed and the demands of living 
drew our attention back to the present, we got on with it. 
Harry looked into my eyes as if saying, "Love me. I need 
you." I let go of what I could no longer have and drew 
Harry close. 

For his part, Harry had simply been waiting. 
That's what dogs do, even puppies. He observed us and 
waited for us to realize he was there and more than ready

to be our private emotional support dog. As each hour 
passed, he found new ways to seduce me into not just 
taking good care of him, but loving him. Dogs can be 
great healers when they get the chance. 

And so everyday Harry proved himself capable 
of drawing me out of my self-imposed prison of grief and 
into the world of sunshine, ball tossing, walks, and lots of 
hugging and patting. Although I had brought Harry into 
our home to become a trained support dog to others, he 
hadn't needed training to heal our wounded hearts. 

As if knowing I needed more attention than Paul, 
he followed me everywhere around the house, learned 
the rules of good housekeeping almost overnight, and 
was not overly demanding most of the time. But he was 
present and watching and ready. 

I would take him to the nursing home and 
place him in the laps of residents whose wilted spirits 
would brighten, if only for a moment. My mother in her 
diminished capability to enjoy life perked up when Harry 
laid beside her. He was a lover not a fighter for sure. 

Ma passed and Harry was once again pressed into 
the role of grief counselor. But as sure as I had been that 
he and I would continue to work towards providing joy to 
others, I couldn't bring myself to continue visiting nursing 
homes. First Dad then Ma. It was too hard to consider and 
so I abandoned the idea of training Harry for the benefit 
of other people. Selfishly, he would be all mine. 

Harry is a joy and has completely filled our need 
to have a pet in our lives. I do share Harry with Paul and 
Harry knows the deal. He knows who is going to take him 
out at 8:00 pm or 3:00 am, and who is going to feed him 
breakfast. He knows who is truly in charge and who he 
can trick into passing down those cookies. 

For the past six years, Harry has proven he 
belongs with us: we are a pack. So when he recently blew 
out his ACL chasing a ball in the backyard, we went to 
work reorganizing our lives to accommodate our Harry. 

As I write, he is tucked beside my hip resting, 
occasionally looking up as if to say, "When will this be 


over?" The vet said it may heal, but that the knee will 
always be a weak spot now, "No more chasing a ball... 
he's now a senior citizen in spite of his age." It was like a 
hammer came down on us. 

Paul and I are committed to do all we can to give 
Harry a long and comfortable life. You may see us soon 
in Mattapoisett village pushing a dog stroller with our 
Harry riding inside. He's got 12 weeks of recovery, then 
a lifetime of low-key living nestled in our love. We've 
become his emotional support system in his time of need. 
Paul and I have overcome our ego driven sense of feeling 
ridiculous pushing a stroller holding a dog. We'll get 
through this; Harry knows how to wait.

The November 18 Special Town Meeting will be at 
6:30 pm inside the Rochester Memorial School cafetorium. 

In other matters, during the short meeting on 
August 12, Town Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar 
reported that the town had received a significant check 
from Zero Waste, the parent company of the town's 
curbside "pink bag" soft recycling program. 

For May, June, and July, Rochester residents 
recycled 2,085 tons of soft recyclable materials and small 
appliances, and at $1 a ton, that means a check for $2,085. 

In other business, Szyndlar made it a point to 
mention the cautionary signs that have been posted at 
Snipatuit Pond and now, more recently, at Mary's Pond, 
warning people not to eat fish from the pond. 

According to Szyndlar, fish from the two ponds 
have tested positive for mercury levels that exceed the

On August 7, the Marion Board of Selectmen 
discussed the tough transition the town has experienced 
since it swapped its municipal run curbside collection 
for a contract with a private trash collector. Waste 
Management. 

Waste Management took over Marion's trash and 
recycling routes on August 1, but the service has been 
inconsistent. Entire routes were not being fully completed 
according to the established schedule, which has resulted 
in confusion and frustration for residents left wondering 
when their bins will be emptied. 

After months of interrupted curbside collection 
and recurring mechanical problems with the town owned 
trash truck, the board was hopeful that the town's trash 
woes would end when Waste Management took over. 
Instead, as Waterman put it, "Trash still seems to be a 
mess." 

Waterman kicked off the conversation, saying, "I 
walk around town ... and everyone has their trash cans 
and recycling sitting out almost every day because they 
haven't a clue when it's going to be picked up." 

Town Administrator Jay McGrail said the new 
service was experiencing some "growing pains," and he 
has been in contact with Waste Management on a near 
daily basis. 

"What's happening is they're not finishing 
routes," explained McGrail. For example, he said. Waste 
Management has had to finish the regular Monday route 
on Tuesday, only completing about half of the regular 
route in one day "[Waste Management] underestimated 
the amount of material that they're collecting." 

August is one of the busiest seasons for solid 
waste disposal in Marion, said McGrail, and Waste 
Management is having difficulty keeping up with the 
demand. 

According to McGrail, the truck has been filling 
up faster at points throughout the route, forcing the truck 
to abandon the route to unload and then return to resume 
trash collection.

"Somehow we need to get back to a regular 
schedule," said McGrail, "even if we change it to a day 
and a half..." 

Although communication between Town Hall 
and Waste Management has been consistent, McGrail 
said. Waterman was concerned that communication to the 
public is lacking. 

"People are confused," said Waterman. "There 
needs to be some communication to the public so they 
know when to put [trash] out rather than just leaving it 
out." 

Some residents, unsure of when their trash would 
be picked up, have resorted to leaving their bins out on 
the curb "all week," Waterman said. 

McGrail admitted he was unsure about what 
the town could do to mitigate the "chaos" short-term as 
Waste Management works out the details. 

"It's total confusion now," said Waterman. 

Chairman Randy Parker said he would prefer 
to see Waste Management split up the routes into a day- 
and-a-half schedule if needed rather than leave routes 
incomplete at the end of their scheduled days. 

McGrail said he is confident Waste Management 
will eventually find the pace it needs to complete the 
routes on time. 

"They just needed a little bit of time and 
patience," said McGrail. "They're honestly trying. It's not 
for lack of effort." 

Meanwhile, the town's trash truck has been up 
and running and assisting Waste Management on some 
routes, supplementing missed stops as needed. 

Waterman said hopes that once Waste 
Management begins using its automated trucks for trash 
collection that route completion will become easier and 
timelier. 

"I want to walk to the post office without 
somebody complaining about their trash pick-up," said 
Waterman. 

"We'll get there," Parker said. "It's brand new." 
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The Board of Selectmen is hosting an 
informational public forum on the new curbside trash and 
recycling service on Wednesday, August 14, at 6:00 pm at 
the Marion Music Hall. Those with questions or concerns 
should attend.

"I think you'd be a great asset to the Board of 
Health because I agree with you that septic systems are a 
real problem and we need to get a handle on them," said 
Selectman Norm Hills.

the Council on Aging to use outside the community center 
near Route 6. 

In other business, the Fall Special Town Meeting 
has been scheduled for Monday, October 21, with a 
deadline for article submissions set for September 10. 
Selectmen will close the warrant on September 20, post it 
September 23, and have the printed version in the hands 
of voters on October 7. 

There are already 20 articles slated for the 
warrant, including one for a harbor-related feasibility 
study, the selling of the town-owned Atlantis Drive 
building, and several bylaw codification articles. 

Also during the meeting, the board met with 
two candidates for appointment to the Zoning Board of 
Appeals: Michelle Smith, ZB A member of five years up 
for reappointment, and Ted North. The board grilled the 
two candidates on their knowledge of the town's zoning 
bylaws and their experiences related to all matters of the 
ZBA. Current ZBA Chairman Marc LeBlanc will attend a 
reappointment interview with the selectmen during next 
week's meeting. 

In other matters, the board gave final approval 
for the aquaculture license for Shea Doonan's Hammetts 
Cove aquaculture farm. The board granted approval 
for Doonan's application to move forward through the 
rigorous state permitting process in December of 2017 
and then approved the license on September 4, 2018. 

After that approval it was discovered that Doonan's filing 
with the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers was incomplete. 
Doonan has since satisfied those requirements. Marion 
Harbormaster Isaac Perry was present to recommend 
approval. 

The board gave its approval on an updated town 
administrator job description, which was built from a 
draft provided by the Collins Center and completed with 
the assistance of town counsel. The job description spells 
out the direction and roles and responsibilities of the town 
administrator, "and where I fit in the chain here," said 
McGrail.

"So I think we have a pretty good document... to 
really lay out what I'm really here to do and how I fit into 
the puzzle in the Town of Marion." 

Town Planner Gil Hilario presented the board 
with an Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA) grant 
opportunity, but before submitting an application the 
town must have satisfied three prerequisites: conduct a 
self-evaluation of town-owned buildings for handicap 
access non-compliance, draft a transition plan, and 
prioritize projects into an action plan. The board reviewed 
and approved all three, allowing Hilario to move ahead.

Health Agent Misreports On EEE Death 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

During the August 13 meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Board of Selectmen, Town Administrator Michael Gagne 
said that Mattapoisett Health Agent Dale Barrows 
reported to him that the unidentified Tri-Town resident 
who had contracted Easter Equine Encephalitis (EEE) died 
of the virus earlier in the day. That information, however, 
was wrong. 

Barrows' incorrect information stopped the 
presses early Wednesday morning, August 14, after Gagne 
sent The Wanderer an email correcting the misinformation. 

"I contacted Dale Barrow [sic] last night and he

stated he received bad information and he apologized 
for his mistake and the man had not passed but was in 
a coma," Gagne wrote. "I'm sorry for the situation but I 
took it for fact when it came from our Town Health Agent 
and he is also a member of the Rochester Board of Health. 
So sorry." 

During the meeting, Gagne said that Plymouth 
County Mosquito Control (PCMC) had been inundated 
with calls from residents throughout the county since 
the virus was first detected. He said that residents may 
request special sprayings for specific areas through this 
service; however, given inadequate staffing at the county 
level and the volume of calls, the best way to contact the 
agency is by fax, he noted. 

Gagne said that while the state awaits the latest 
data on mosquitos collected, they had promised to "beef 
up" spraying efforts. Residents wishing to reach out to the 
PCMC may send their requests via fax to 781-582-1276. 

Earlier in the evening, the selectmen reopened the 
hearing for Pandolphi's Mattapoisett Diner on its request 
for an all-alcohol license. Once again coming before the 
board was Brian Vose. Selectman Paul Silva stood fast in 
his position that the request lacked merit, but he would 
agree to a wine and malt liquor license. 

Selectmen Jordan Collyer and Tyler Macallister 
were united in their position that the request was one they 
could support. 

"I want to give you all the tools you need to 
succeed," Macallister said. 

Pending review and permitting from the 
Alcoholic Beverage Control Commission, the license 
will be issued with a termination date of December 31 at 
which time Vose may request a renewal. 

The selectmen also met with Dr. Dale Levitt 
who gave a presentation on his proposal to explore the 
potential of oyster farming at the abandoned Taylor 
Seafood site off Brandt Point. 

Levitt is a professor of marine biology and an 
aquaculture specialist at Roger Williams University. He 
said he would be retiring as an educator, but wanted to 
"put his money where his mouth is" and join with two 
partners in an oyster-farming endeavor. 

Under the business name Blue Stream Shellfish 
LLC, Levitt, along with partners Keith Wilda and 
Jim Malandrinos, currently operate fish hatcheries 
in Barnstable, Turner's Falls, and Charleston, New 
Hampshire. 

Levitt explained that via a license transfer 
for 10 of the 100 acres the town currently holds. Blue 
Stream would begin aquaculture activities in tandem 
with kelp farming. He said that during the first year 
while performing those activities. Blue Stream would 
also map the seabed in the area to locate abandoned 
equipment and to study the seafloor. The second year, 
if results warranted. Blue Stream would take another 10 
acres continuing to study "proof of the concept" and, in 
the third year, another 10 acres would be added to their 
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license agreement. He said he would work closely with 
the board and the harbormaster throughout the three-year 
cycle. 

Levitt said the benefits to the community from the 
work done by Blue Stream would include clean-up of the 
100-acre site, payment of $200 per acre, bond posting, and 
technology transfer. On this last point he said his team 
would provide technical assistance to the town on matters 
related to aquaculture. 

The selectmen did not discuss the date of the next 
scheduled meeting, but told Levitt a public hearing would 
be placed on the agenda to fully vet his proposal. 

On hand to hear the presentation and making 
his first public appearance was newly appointed 
Harbormaster Jamie Macintosh flanked by Assistant 
Harbormaster Wayne Ferreira. 

Gagne also reported that two large grant 
proposals had been submitted for work planned for 
Industrial Drive. He said that a team of volunteers aided 
in preparing documents for a $748,000 federal grant from 
the Economic Development Agency and a $770,000 grant 
from Massachusetts Works. He said that engineering 
that has already taken place should help to position 
the roadway and infrastructure project favorably as 
both require projects to be "shovel-ready", adding that 
the project had also received favorable support from 
neighboring towns. 

Gagne gave a special shout-out to David 
Mclntire, Barry Denham, Field Engineering, and bike

During the July 25 meeting, the ZBA found no 
problem with the proposal but held out until Police Chief 
Robert Small was given the chance to visit the site and 
provide the board feedback. 

Small said on August 8 that he had never met 
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Morrell before he visited him at the property, but found 
Morrell's resume of past experience in the field to be 
extensive and the site appropriate for a commercial 
shooting range. 

The location abuts the SEMASS solid waste 
processing plant, and cranberry bogs owned by Brad 
Morse, a Rochester selectman, who spoke at the prior 
meeting in favor of the application. He also said he would 
be granting Morrell an easement for access to his property 
that will be filed at the Registry of Deeds. 

There are no residences abutting the property. 

Morrell served as a U.S. Marines sniper during 
the '90s, has 29 years of military law enforcement and 
counter terrorism experience under his belt. He has also 
been a firearms and tactical shooting instructor for 15 
years and holds various relevant certifications. 

"It appears to be a pretty safe property to run 
a firearms range," said Small. The backstop, he said, 
appeared to be adequate. "I think, physically, [it's a] 
pretty safe physical layout to run a firearms training 
program. He certainly has the background for it." 

Small compiled his observations into written form 
and submitted it to the board and agreed that an annual 
visit to the property would be sufficient. 

"[Morrell] seems to be very conscious and 
obviously very knowledgeable of safety being a priority," 
Small said. "After going there ... I don't have any 
reservations about his ability to safely conduct a firearms 
training at that facility." 

ZBA Chairman David Arancio said the board also 
received input from retired Rochester Police Chief Paul 
Magee endorsing Morrell's shooting range. 

With no further concerns about the 
appropriateness of the site, the board turned its attention 
to some proposed conditions on the special permit, with 
much of the conversation focused on hours of operation, 
specifically for Sundays. 

ZBA associate member Jeffrey Costa didn't agree 
with the Sunday hours proposed for the range, 12:00 pm 
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- 8:00 pm, saying he felt Morrell should be able to start 
earlier in the morning, perhaps at 10:00 am. The rest of the 
days of the week, Monday through Saturday, can operate 
from 8:00 am until 8:00 pm. 

"Well, I'd kind of like to get church out of the 
way first," said ZB A member Richard Cutler. He later 
proposed allowing Morrell to start at 11:00 am on Sundays 
and federal holidays for silent instruction only, with 
an option to petition the police chief and the board of 
Selectmen to start earlier on specific intermittent dates, 
which the board ultimately approved. 

Other conditions placed on the special permit 
were that the permit was non-transferable, the Board of 
Selectmen would have to issue a range permit, the police 
chief must inspect the site annually, no ammunition or 
firearms may be stored at the site, no signage indicating 
the use of the property may be displayed on any public 
way, and all training sessions must be attended by at least 
one trained facilitator with their names given ahead of 
time to the police chief. 

The special permit was approved, pending the 
filing of the access easement. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Zoning Board 
of Appeals is scheduled for August 22 at 7:15 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 
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Big Agenda, Easy Filings 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

While it is true that wetland related rules 
and regulations are often complicated for residents, a 
packed conservation commission agenda doesn't always 
mean complicated cases. That was the case when the 
Mattapoisett Conservation Commission met on August 
12 . 

The one filing that brought in a crowd that 
evening - a crowd that sat cheek to jowl in the Town Hall 
conference room - was a Notice of Intent submitted by 
the Angelica Point Improvement Association (APIA) and 
represented by Bob Field of Field Engineering. 

Field explained that a previously issued Order 
of Conditions pertaining to maintenance activities on 
Cove Street had expired. The association now sought 
permission to grade the unpaved roadway on an as- 
needed basis into perpetuity 

All of that moved along quickly with no surprises. 
However, the hearing wasn't without some complexity 
when abutter Bob Warren of the Point Connett Association 
said that the APIA did not own the entire roadway, but 
instead had a legal easement. He said he wasn't against 
the repairs to Cove Street but simply wanted notification 
prior to the commencement of any work. He also asked 
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about the appropriateness of a road grader currently 
parked on Cove Street. 

There was some discussion as to whether or 
not the commission had any authority to have the 
grader moved, given it posed no threat to the wetlands 
surrounding the barrier beach and that it was parked 
with permission on private property. When the discussion 
drew to a close, the commissioners were in agreement that 
the road grader was not a matter for them to take up. 

The association's Notice of Intent filing was 
conditioned with the inclusion of notification to the Point 
Connett Association prior to commencing any work. 

A Notice of Intent filing by Arnold Cestari, 


trustee, 56 North Street Realty Trust, was filed in an effort 
to receive approval to convert three eutrophic pools into 
pools fed with flowing water from a perennial stream 
running through the property. The pools had been 
manmade some decades ago but were now filling with 
plant life that choked out any other living organisms or 
wildlife. They were described as full of slime. 

Representing the applicant was Evan Watson of 
Prime Engineering. Watson explained that the project 
would include the installation of a 10-inch pipe from the 
stream to the pool, allowing the naturally flowing stream 
to refresh the pools. 

Commission Chairman Mike King asked if 
other solutions had been considered such as aeration 
equipment. Watson said that aeration had been 
considered but that it required maintenance and had to 
be removed during the winter months. He said such a 
solution was less practical. 

While the issue of flooding on adjacent properties 
was discussed when questioned by Vera Gibbons, whose 
family owns adjacent property, the commission was 
united in agreement that the project would not create 
more water or more problems for neighboring lots. 

The project was approved with conditions. 

In other business, an After-The-Fact Request 
for Determination of Applicability filed by Tim Holt, 8 
Howard Beach, for the replacement of a shed received a 
Negative 3 determination (no Notice of Intent required). 

Also receiving a Negative 3 determination was 
a Request for Determination of Applicability (RDA) 
filed by Michael Amaral, 3 Howard Beach, to pave an 
existing driveway, and an RDA filed by Karen Keenan, 

63 Mattapoisett Neck Road, to remove a tennis court and 
replant the area with grasses and wildflowers. 

A Notice of Intent filed by Michelle Lacasse, 27 
Fieldstone Drive, for tree clearing, stump removal, cutting 
of brush overgrowth, and additional driveway paving 
was approved with conditions. 

William Clark, 3 Oyster Lane, filed a Notice of 
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Intent for the rebuilding of an existing deck and expansion 
of a deck. This project was also approved with conditions. 

A Request for an Amended Order of Conditions 
filed by Edwin Fernandes for a new residential structure 
was reviewed. Fernandes was represented by Jon Connell 
of SITEC, Inc. who explained that the new owners wanted 
to add a basement walk-out feature versus a crawl space 
and that the square-footage of the home would be slightly 
less than originally designed. The amended Order of 
Conditions was granted. 

Mike Huguenin of the Mattapoisett Land Trust 
met informally with the commission to review the MLT's 
forestry plans on several properties. The selective cutting 
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program will allow for sunlight to reach the forest floor, 
promoting growth of other plants and trees and improved 
food sources for birds, he explained. 

Earlier in the evening. Town Administrator 
Michael Gagne and Highway Surveyor Barry Denham 
met with the commission at the request of the chairman 
to discuss various municipal improvement projects that 
may require Conservation Commission oversight and 
permitting. A list of ongoing road grading projects was 
submitted by Denham. Gagne said, moving forward, 
town departments would submit filings as needed and 
that the grading list would be updated in compliance with 
the Wetlands Protection Act. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for August 26 at 
6:30 pm in the Town Hall conference room.

The Restore ORR Project would greatly benefit 
students at the school by creating safer playing fields, 
improving the auditorium, and giving a revenue¬ 
generating opportunity to the town.

Animal Advice

I realize that I should take my cat to the vet annually to 
get a physical and whatever vaccinations may be due, but 
getting the cat into the cat carrier is a chore. Any hints? 

Cats are not dumb. If they see the cat carrier come 
out they disappear. Some cats don't mind the carrier 
if it is left out all year round. Feed them in the carrier, 
allow them to nap in it, let it be associated with more 
pleasant experiences than a car ride. 

If you haven't gotten the cat to think 
positively about the carrier, put the cat in a bathroom 
prior to getting the carrier out of the basement. That 
way the cat can't disappear. Bring the carrier into the 
bathroom and keep the door closed so the cat won't 
escape. Feliway is a pheromone that may decrease 
your cat's anxiety when it is sprayed or wiped on the 
carrier.

Apocalypse Now (1979). Starring Martin Sheen and 
Marlon Brando. Directed by Francis Ford Coppola. 
Running time: 153 minutes. MPA A rating: R. Now 
playing in its "Final Cut" version in select theaters. 

The true hero of Francis Ford Coppola's 
backbreaking Apocalypse Now , if there is one, might be 
Chef, the saucier and whacked-out soldier played by 
Frederic Forrest. Chef is the only character who has a 
relatable past and looks to the future. He reacts to the 
madness of Vietnam, and to the inscrutability of the 
mission he's part of, as most of us would. Chef eventually 
becomes the default partner of Captain Willard (Martin 
Sheen), whose assignment is to find and kill ("terminate 
with extreme prejudice") one Walter E. Kurtz, a colonel 
who went crazy and went native, forming his own 
Montagnard army out in the darkness of the jungle. 

Apocalypse Now is an epic freak-out, a fever dream 
of immense proportions. Making it almost killed Coppola, 
and his work afterwards never felt quite as vital or as 
organic. Vietnam, or the Vietnam he recreated, burned 
him out as surely as it did Willard and Kurtz. As the 
documentary Hearts of Darkness showed, Coppola began 
the journey as Willard and ended as Kurtz, and the film 
itself seems to shift allegiance from Willard to Kurtz. 

When we finally meet Kurtz (Marlon Brando), a great bald 
shambling mountain usually in shadow, he both does and 
doesn't seem to be the monster we've been waiting for. 

Willard receives his orders over a crunchy spread 
of roast beef and shrimp, while an amusingly nervous 
Harrison Ford plays a tape of Kurtz's voice. Coppola 
moves in for a close-up of the shrimp, as if Kurtz's 
musings on a snail crawling across a straight razor were 
issuing forth from the dead crustacean. As the general 
who puts the hit out on Kurtz, G.D. Spradlin carries 
effortless authority when he intones "Every man has got 
a breaking point. You and I have them. Walt Kurtz has 
reached his. And very obviously he has gone insane." 

Needing action, Willard takes the mission and 
finds himself on board a PBR among a motley crew, 
including the aforementioned Chef, a kid from the projects 
nicknamed Mr. Clean (skinny Laurence Fishburne), and 
the boat's grim-faced captain Chief (Albert Hall). Most of 
them are kids, though it's worth noting that Sheen, despite 
his weathered voice and gravitas, was only 36 when 
filming started. Nobody on the boat really understands the 
mission, least of all Willard himself, who keeps squinting 
at Kurtz's dossier and marveling at what a model soldier 
he was. Perhaps Kurtz hasn't gone rogue; perhaps he 


has simply achieved 
military apotheosis. 

The 

centerpiece, of course, 
is the sequence with 
Lieutenant Colonel 
Kilgore (Robert 
Duvall), leader of the 
Air Cav helicopter 
division that will escort Willard and his crew through a 
hairy part of the river. Kilgore lives and breathes war and 
is also an avid surfer — this section of the film is pure John 
Milius, Coppola's hawkish co-scrip ter. At first, Kilgore 
isn't very gung-ho about helping Willard out, but when he 
hears that the village's surf has "a fantastic peak," he's all 
over it. Essentially, Kilgore and his men destroy a village 
so that a star surfer traveling with Willard, the California 
boy Lance (Sam Bottoms), can strut his stuff. 

Coppola clearly finds this horrifyingly absurd — 
it's the film's most vivid Strangelove-esque satire. Yet he 
also turns it into one of the greatest combat scenes ever 
filmed. We feel horror at the wanton taking of life, yes, but 
also exhilaration. For a few minutes, we enter Kilgore's 
universe — Milius' universe — where war is a cascading 
orgasm of glory. The sequence ends, legendarily, with 
Kilgore's "napalm" soliloquy, delivered by Duvall as if he 
were reflecting on a fond childhood memory of Christmas. 
"Someday this war's gonna end," he finishes, sounding 
saddened, intimate with the trouble men like Willard 
encounter once war has ended for them. 

At long last, Willard finds Kurtz, holed up along 
with a coke-addled Dennis Hopper. It's as if Kurtz's mania 
were contagious, infecting any rational men who enter his 
lair. Marlon Brando mumbles in the shadows, delivering 
hipster rants about atrocities, while Martin Sheen listens 
silently, long since resigned to the fact that he's never 
really been the center of this movie. Willard is a cipher, 
a burned-out husk who's seen too much death to be at 
peace. 

This loud epic dark fantasia ends on an elliptical 
note, which seems the only way for it to end. Apocalypse 
Now is a confounding mix of the conventional and the 
surreal, a man-on-a-mission war flick that expands into 
a meditation on The Warrior. There is greatness here, but 
also madness, and they feed off each other. Coppola flew 
too close to the dark sun of a certain truth about man and 
nature, and it burned him, badly. People didn't know what 
to make of Apocalypse Now at the time; it had been hyped 
and heralded for so long prior to its release that it must've 
come as an anticlimactic disappointment. Forty years on, 
it looks painfully rich and relevant and wise, willing to 
face the heart of darkness straight on, an acid flashback 
to a time when America and the world seemed "lost in 
a Roman wilderness of pain / And all the children are 
insane." 
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Artist magazine said "Whether it's a big tree or a 1965 
Pontiac, there's something about the light hitting the 
subject that excites me, and that's what I paint. I'm trying 
to get the sensation created by the thing I'm looking at, 
and not just copying it" (Howell, 2003).

Safe Storage and Disposal of Medications and 
Syringes 

Many local police departments offer 24/7 
prescription medication drop-boxes for the safe disposal 
of unused or expired medications. Medications that can 
be disposed of in the drop-boxes include prescription 
ointments, prescription medications, medication patches, 
and samples, as well as over the counter medications, 
vitamins, and pet medications. Lotions, liquids, and 
non-prescription ointments are not permitted. For 
your privacy, please remember to remove all personal 
identification before placing items in the drop-box. In 
Mattapoisett, the medication drop-box is in the lobby of 
the Police Station, located at 64 County Road (Route 6). 

For the safe disposal of needles and syringes, 
sharps containers are available free of charge from the 
Mattapoisett Police Station and the Public Health Nurse's 
office. Used sharps containers may be returned to the 
Public Health Nurse's office for safe and proper disposal 
of these items. 

The safe and proper storage and disposal of 
all medications, needles, and syringes helps to prevent 
accidents or misuse. These items should always be stored 
in a secure location, out of sight and out of reach of 
children. To assist you with safe storage in the home, lock- 
boxes can be purchased at your local pharmacy or retail 
store such as CVS, Walgreens, or Rite Aid.
